Son and Daughter or Victim With Three 

Others Held to Grand Jury on 

Charge of Manslaughter 



Seeking to drive Ilia devil out of her old, 
broken-down body, five members of the 
PnrhniiiilQ faction of Zion City Wednesday 
of Inst week literally murdered in cold 
blood, Mn. Letitia Greenhafgh. 07 year* of 
age by breaking almost ever}' joint in bia 
body, including her legs, arms and even 
her neck, 

Tbe perpetrator* of this most astounding 
tragedy that liiut ever coaie out of Zion 
City include the son nod daughter of the 
woman. 

The five persons charged with the mur- 
der of this R^ed Parhamite. believer and 
now under arrest, are: 

Jennie Greenbalgh, aged 30, a daughter 
of the victim. 

Walter Greenhnlgh, aged 34, a ion of 
the victim. 

Mrs. Smith, a neighbor, 

Mr. uinl Mm. Harold Mitchell, nlso 
neighbors. 

The affair is the most eensational of the 
kind the county has ever had and tho fact 
that when Deputy Coroner Conrad hoard 
of the circumstances he at once, nt mid- 
night Thursday night, started an inquest, 
shows the importance of the tragedy which 
bos shaken Zion as nothing elee has ever 
shaken it before. 

The five persons above named are held 
on a charge of manslaughter and it ia more 
than likely, from indications and opinions 
of officers that they will be held, to the 
grand' jury nml that they will ultimately be 
tried in circuit court for murder of the aged 
woman, 

-The facts of ■ the case in substance are 
these; 

- Mrs, Greenlmlgb, aged 67, bad been an 
invalid for the past twenty yenrs, having 
paralysis and rheumatism. Her body was 
decrepit and the . was unable to help her- 
self to any extent whatever. 

She and her two children became mem- 
,bprt of the faction of religious fanntics in 
Zion City who joined C. F, Parhatu, the 
man who believed in and taught the Gift 
of Tongues and also that devils are driven 
out of people through prayer. They were 
ardent followers and among, their' neigh- 
bors were Mr. and Mrs; Harold Mitchell, 
also ardent followers of the cult. 

Seeing the aged woman perfectly help- 
less, the Mitchells, leaders of tho cult in 
Zion, decided that they must cast the devils 
out of tbe old woman and that she would 
then bo all right as soon aw the devils wero 
cast out of her. 

■The son nnd daughter agreed that such 
a course was necessary if they. wished 
their parent to get well so they agreed " to 
hold a prayer kit vice and operating service 
to "cast tho devil out of her/,' . 

The busbnnd of the woman has not been 
a believer in tho Parhamite faith hence 
when he heard of the plans, to' prny and 
operate . he did not wish to remain there 
nnd the others did not wish, to havo /him 
there. Accordingly they asked him to 
lenvo the room and he was in ni'other part 
of the house when they started their terri- 
ble work which ended in the death of the 
mother ami wife. 

After praying over I ho woman, the five 
persons, including the son and daughter, 
started pulling her legs and twisting her 
joints in such a manner .that when they 
had finished their seance, the woman wns 
dead. 

He> leg joints were broken nt tho hips. 

The joints ut tho jink I en wore broken. 

Her arm joints were broken at the el- 
bows. 
' Her neck wtts twisted nnd broken, 

Thus, according to Greenhnlgh'R own 
ivorda, while his mother died Wednesday 
noon, her death was not admitted until 
2:30 Thursday morning, and -was not re- 
vealed until bourn later. 

Then the sister told a personal' Friend 
who resides acroBs tho street Deacon Holms, 
of the whole tragedy, a Mrs. Uateman, an- 
other neighbor*, .washed aud dressed the 
mangled body and dn undertaker, Hopkins 
by name, embalmed it, 

For this he, too, faces arrest,' 

"I told him of the case," Bays Green- 
halgli, "and he did nut pay any attention 
to it." 

Thin is a criminal offense, it la said, as 
■ tho death was by violence, .

When Officer Uellinski found Gournnitis 
he wax wrapped up in an overcoat nt his 
boarding house on Market street and pro- 
fessed to know nothing whatever about tho 
checks. 

Although unable to spenk a word of 
English and but jnst over from the old 
country, W. Gournnitis forged two wire 
mill checks and successfully passed them.

INVENTS DEVICE 

WHICH WILL MAKE 

HIM FAMOUR 

After two years of planning and hard 
work, Charles lYBu'ck, of Wnuke«an, hns 
recently patented a device that will be the 
means of making his tortune if it gels into 
practical use as Mr. Duck feels sure thnt 
it will do. 

The device is whnt is known as a boltless 
rail joint. It was devised with the inten- 
tion of doing away with the Hah plates nnd 
bolts that are necessary in the fastening 
together of the ends of the adjacent rails, 
which causes tho pounding thnt is sp dU- 
ngreeable to passengers and is also a severe 
lax oa the rolling stock. 

The rail ia very simple in its construc- 
tion and it is to this very simplicity nnd 
utility that Mr. Dnck banks his hopes of 
success, The two ends of the rails are hol- 
lowed out in the' course of 'manufacture, 
and in laying the rails a connecting bar is 
slipped in ti)e ends of which arc so arrang- 
ed thnt they slip over little obstructions, 
and -once over it they are held in place bv 
a great force. All that is necessary to do 
to slip in this bar is to havo the two ends 
of the rails raised. When lowered the 
connection is made. This does away with 
nil the time thnt ia necessary to bore the 
holes for the bolts nnd the placing of tbe 
fish plates. 

. An advantage of the mil for electric 
roaiU is thnt the connection mnkea it per- 
fect electrical connection allowing the cur- 
rent to pass through the rails freely, 
whereas in the present system of rails it is 
necessary *to have a copper connection. 
Corrosion which is n great factor in retard- 
ing the progress of the current in the mil 
will have no effect upon the rail, 

Mr. Buck has spent much time on tho 
invention nnd feels thnt if he can interest 
tho railroad companies in its use that his 
fortune is mnde. Ho has also plans for n 
machine for its manufacture.

Remains found on the Track fust South 

of Silver Lake Terribly Mangled— 

An Old Resident of County 



Inhuman monsters unworthy of the ns me 
of men Monday night lured Marguretta 
Chandler, whose name by adoption i> .Stella 
M. Stripe, into a~ south Genesee street livery 
stable, at Waukegan, and after assaulting 
her kept her there all night, 

Tbe men arrested have signed written 
confessions of one of the most horrifying 
deeds in the history of Waukegan 'are: 
James Doherty, hostler, 22, Chicago; Jus. 
Meloy, hostler. 21, Chicogo. 
* The Chandler girl,, who la u child by 
ndoption of Mr. nnd Mrs. Arthur Stripe of 
Hickory street, is half wilted. 

Monday night, it is alleged, she wns met 
on the street by Meloy, who by promises of 
candy nnd various things, induced her to 
go with him to the oliiceof the livery stable 
at 127 South Genesee street. 

In the back room of this office, it is al- 
leged, atrocities* were committed which left 
the girl, who is under 10, in n critical con- 
dition of collapse. 

To add to the horror of the deeds of the 
two arrested, who deserre and should get 
the extreme penalty oE the law, the girl 
was detained with them by force all night. 

Tuesday morning she was found wander-* 
ing the streets by the police who had pre- 
viously been notified by n neighbor of "the 
Stripes that she bad not been home nil 
night. 

^Assistant Chief Hicks nnd Officer Sells 
discovered the girl nt the corner of Gene 1 * 
see and Washington streets in n dazed con- 
dition. She was removed to the police 
station and there.-upon being questioned, 
was able to gasp out incoherent pnrts of 
her terrible story. At first she refused to 
give the names of those involved and told 
a tale of staying nt a hotel, but afterwards 
she gave up tbe whole ghastly story and 
the police with commendable speed made 
the arrests. 

Dr. Brown made on examination which 
proved the girl in n serious condition and 
soon after Justice Weiss, Assistant State's 
Attorney Miller and others were called into 
conference. 

When arrested. Doherty nnd Meloy read- 
ily confessed to their night of horror aud 
signed written statements that will be used 
against them when their trial comes up in 
the circuit court, 

It is tbe belief of the polio that she was 
drugged after she was taken into the back 
room. • 

Intense horror nnd indignation are felt 
against the prisoners, and extra guards 
will be posted uround the jail. /

James Jordan, of Caaip Lake, one of the 
best known farmers of Kenosha county, 
Wis., met an awful death just after mid- 
night Tuesday morning when he was run 
down by a fastfinnil train on the Wiscon- 
sin Central road near the village of Silver 
Lake and instantly killed. The remains of 
the man were terribly mangled but they 
were picked up und taken to Silver Lake 
where an inquest wns held by Justice H. 
Bluim, and a verdict of accidental death 
was found. 

-.Jordan had spent Monday evening with 
friends at Silver Lake and just before mid- 
night he had started to wnlk to bis home 
near Camp Luke station. He joked with 
the men at the Silver Lake stntion aad 
started for home. 

'A short time later tbe. fast mail train on 
tbe road sunning at the rate of si sty miles 
oh hour came in sight, and the operator 
could see Jordan walking nlong the track. 
He though he heard a cry and after the 
train bad passed he walked down the track 
and found the bndlv mangled remains of 
Jordan. There are two tracks at this point 
and it is thought that Jordan mnde a mis- 
take and believed that he was wnlking 
along the switch track while he was on the 
main line oft he road. 

People were hurriedly summoned and the 
remnins were carried back to Silver Lake 
arid after inquest they were taken to the 
"JordfuVbome. 

James Jordan had been a resident of 
Kenosha county for more than .si sty-five 
yearn. He. .was n native of Ireland, but 
came to South port when be was five years 
of age. and after living in the city for 
many yenrs he purchased a farm near 
O'Neill's Corners in the town of Pleasnnt 
Prairie. 

He lived on this farm until thirty years 
ago.wben he moved to the farm near Camp 
Lake. His wife died a number of yeurs 
ago. Five daughters survive. They are; 
Mrs, H. Lais, of Camp Lnker Mrs. G. 
Bowman, of BassetU Station; Mrs. Harry 
Perry, of Ft. Worth, Texas, and Miss 
Stella Jordan who lived with her father at 
Camp Lake. 

MRS. GEORGE KERR 
DIED AT HER HOME 

NEAR LAKE VILLA 

On Monday nfternoon nt her home near 
Lake Villa occurred the death of Flla 
AudersonJKerr, wife of George Kerr ,nt 
about 0:itQ o'clock. Mrs. Kerr although 
she had been in failing health for some 
time .past but was confined to her bed only 
nbout two weeks nnd her death J which 
occurred on .the sixteenth day of September 
was entirely unlookcd for. 

Mrs. Kerr was born in Lone Tree, Bur- 
eau county, III. March 21, 1853 nnd moved 
from thnt place to Virginia with her par- 
ents in the year of 1870. Sim was united 
in marriage to George S. Kerr .ou Decem- 
ber 27, 1831, and they nt once came to 
their home near Lake Villa and have re- 
sided there every since. She was the only 
daughter of the late Adnui Anderson who 
it wid be remembered resided at this 
place some four years ago. 

She leaves to mourn the toss of a devoted 
wife nnd loving mother, her busbnnd. 
three sons George, Harry and Irving, and 
one daughter, Edna, all of whom reside 
ut home, 

The funeral was held from the residence 
'6h Thursday nfternoon nt one o'clock with 
Rev. Safford of Millbura ofhcintiiitr. The 
interment was in the Millbum cemetery.

The End Came Sudden and Unexpected 
on Saturday Evening 

Between the hour of half past six and 
seven o'clock on Saturday evening occurred 
the sudden death of Mrs. Henry Billett at 
her home in this village. 

Her death was indeed a sudden shock to 
her family nnd friends for, although she 
had been in poor health for the pnst few 
years, she had seemed as well ns usual dur- 
ing the past week. Saturday evening she 
sat at the table and ate her supper as usual 
and remained at the table for some time 
Inughing nnd chatting with those about 
her, nnd at the time little did Ihey think 
that so soon would the nngel of death enter 
the home nnd leave the mother's plnce 
vacant. 

Although the end came so sudden she 
seemed all at once to have a presentment 
that her time had come. As she stood in 
the kitchen Bhe suddenly remarked, "I 
believe I am going to haven hemorrhage," 
and scarcely had she said so when the blood 
began to flow from her mouth. Everything 
was done for her relief but ihe lungs 
rapidly filled and in less than ten minutes 
she had breathed her last. 

From the first moment she- seemed to 
realize that it wns her last attack, and 
looking up nt her son said, "Don't cry, 
Lloyd, but I am going away." Her hus- 
liand, who bad left the house only a few 
moments before, taking with him her order 
for the Sunday dinner, was hastily sum- 
moned and arrived at her side just as she 
breathed her last. 

The beginning of her illness was nbout 
ten years ago when she suffered from a 
severe attack of typhoid pneumonia, since 
which time she was never strong and in a 
short time after, that dread disease con- 
samption began to develope and slowly but 
steadily sapped her life a war. For the 
past three years she has had numerous at- 
tacks of hemorrhage of the lungs and was 
a great sufferer, but tluough it nil she 
showed a most many disposition, never 
complaining, always cheerful nnd mnking 
the best of her lot, and only during tbe 
past few weeks did she ever seem discour- 
aged about her recovery. 

She was a charter member of tbe Roynl 
Neighbors and was one of their most ardent 
workers. For a number of years t?he held 
an office in the order nnd was always pres- 
ent until failing health compelled her to 
remain at home. She is the third mem- 
ber to be tnken from Olson Camp, and it 
will always be remembered that she by her 
work helped to make the little camp that 
was organized here one of the most success- 
ful in Lake county, and her death will he 
sincerely mourned by its member*. 

Sarah Catherine Grice was born nt Rock 
Creek, Huntington county, Indiana, on the 
2nd doy of August, 1859, and passed away 
at Antioch, Sept. 21, 1907, at the age of 
48 yenrs, 1 month and 19 days. She came 
with her parents to this place when she 
was nine yenrs of age. She was united in 
marriage to Henry Billett the 6th dny of 
May, 1877, and Antioch has been their 
home ever since. To them three children 
were horn, one of whom died in infancy. 

She leaves to mourn the loss of a devoted 
wife 'and mother, her husband aud one 
daughter, Mrs, William McNiel, nnd one 
eon Lloyd, both of this place, besides her 
mother, Mrs. Mary Grice, three sisters, 
Mrs. Wm. Bryant, of Bristol} Mrs. W. F. 
Weigte, of Ripon, Wis,, and Mrs. Henry 
Nolan, of Huntington, Intl.; three brothers, 
L. B. of this place, George of Aurora, III,, 
nnd Robert of North Chicago, nnd a large 
circle of neighbors and friends. 

The funeral was held at the M. E. church 
Tuesday nfternoon nt two o'clock with Rev. 
F. R. McNumer officiating. The last snd 
rites were attended by a large concourse of 
friends and the Royal Neighbors attended 
in a body. The Itoral tokens were many 
and beautiful and were silent tokens of the 
respect in which the deceased was held by 
all who knew her. The remains were laid 
at rest in the Antioch Hillside cemetery. 

The news joins with their many friends 
in extending sympathy to the bereaved 
family.

State Line Road West of Wau- 
kegan has first Disaster 
on Saturday Night

Section Hands Instantly Killed— Rail- 

road Company Held Blameless 



Three men were struck and instantly 
killed in n reur end collision between a 
work train and a railroad velocipede on the 
the Chicago and State Line Railway, the 
Northwestern air line between Chicago and 
Milwaukee, at Chittenden's crossing, near 
Gumee, Saturday night at 7:30. 

The dead are Frank Green man, 30, day 
switch operator nt Upton Junction, said to 
be from'Auroru, III. Dominick Fumo, 62* 
Hnlinn section hand from Upton. Rafael 
Filippi, 112, section hand from Upton and 
Fumo's son-in-law. 

Greenmnn told bis wife Saturday evening 
nl 0:15 that he would take two of the sec- 
tion hands and ride on the velocipede to 
Kenosha to see some friends. He resided . 
with Mrs. Greenmnn nnd his (laughter, 
aged 4, in n box car at Upton, which is the 
transfer r point for the Northwestern three 
and a half miles southwest of Waukegan. 
Mrs. Greenmnn warned him to be care- 
ful of accidents, but he dismissed her fears 
with a laugh nnd departed with the two 
Italians. 

Near Chittenden's crossing the velocipede 
was run down by a one car passenger train 
used for moving section gangs from part 
of the fast Northwestern freight line to 
another. 

The men on the velocipede were going- 
north while the work train wns backing 
south. In the darkness they could not see 
that the train wns backing down upon 
them, but supposed that it too was pro- 
ceeding north. 

All three were instantly killed in the 
collision, Greenmnn being ground to bits, 
while Fumo's head was smashed beyond 
recognition and his limbs were brokeu. 
Pilippi was hurled into a ditch and it wns 
not known thnt be wns a victim until twelve 
hours afterward, when the Hall signal man. 
making a tour of the tracks found his life- 
less body yards away fioin the scene of the 
accident. 

The pnssenger train hacked up and took 
Fumo and Green man to Waukegan, first 
proceeding to Kenosha and taking the Mil- 
waukee division of the Northwestern to 
Waukegan, where the bodies were removed 
to the Larson & Conrad morgue. There ' 
they remained for twelve hours without 
recognition. The body of Filippi was 
found and taken to the same place Sunday 
morning. 

Sumjay morning Rafael Fumo, sou of 
Dominick Fumo, appeared at the morgue 
and identified the remninH of the two Ital- 
ians ns those of his father and brother- in- 
law. 

Fumo, the elder, has. a wife -living in 
Ualy, as has Filippi. who also leaves three' 
children.' All are from Calabria. Their 
home in this country is at 263 Taylor street, 
Chicago. .":•.-• 

The coromr's jury returned a verdict of

EDITORIAL NOTES. 

When n French navalship took lire, not 
Jong ago, tlie iire was permitted to reach 
the magazine and nearly n thousand lives 
were lost, in addition to the destruction of 
the vessel. When the U. S. battle»bip, 
Indiana took Bro recently a picked crew of 
officers and men went into the magazine 
and carried out all the amunilion, despite 
the fact that many of the shells nnd nrou- 
nition boxes were so hot they blistered the 
hands of the men h ami line them. This 
recalls the remark of a noted Km-li-bman. 
that "only an Anglo-Saxon should be per- 
mitted to carry firearms." 



There was n general disposition to be* 
lievo that the Philippine election demon* 
strated that the FLlopitios were utterly 
jnL'apabli) of self government and that the 
Philippine Assembly was destined to prove 
a failure. Secretary Taft and others who 
have made a study of the Philippine prob- 
Jein tak? a. wholly contrary view, They 
say they appreciate that the Filipinos are 
not capable of -elf government ami they' 
have known U ail nlong, but the only way 
the Filipinos can learn is by practice and 
the new assembly will give them the op- 
portunity to thus acquire the art, while no 
measure adopted by the nssemby can be- 
come a law without the npproval of the 
Philippine Com mission , and therefore no 
harm can be done. On tue other hand, 
when the assembly passes a good law it 
will receive the approval of the commission, 
which, it will be remembered, 1$ appointed 
by the President ot the United State*, and 
the exultation of th*> Filipino legislator* 
when they have passed a j*ood law will 
constitute an incentive to further efforts 
along the right line*. In n word, the 
United State* bus undertaken to educate 
the Philippine people in the difficult art of 
self (-ovcrnment and it is not going to be 
disappointed because the first attempts 
nlonir thnt line are crude and injudicious. 



Those people, politicians, statesmen and 
doctrinaire-;, who named President Roose- 
velt "the war lord" have mo^t of them 
lived to see bow far from the truth was 
tbeir description, to witness bis winning of 
the Nobel Peaee Prize awarded by a foi- 



eign commission which cannot have been 
biased in Us judgment by political consid- 
erations, to witness the United States dur- 
ing his administration, taking the lead of 
nil i ho nation* of the earth In the promo- 
tion of universal peace nt the Hague Con* 
ference, and elsewhere. So rapidly do 
events follow one another In these stren- 
uous davs that it seems almost Hko referr- 
ing to ancient history to speak of the part 
the President played in bringing about a 
conclusion of hostilities between Russia 
and Japan, the great achievement which 
won for him the Nobel IMze. And still 
farther hack, the nations of the earth wit- 
nessed the United States setting the exam- 
ple of submitting for arbitration to the 
Hague what it considered a perfectly just 
claim against Venezuela. This was -lone at 
the instance of Mr. Roosevelt and he it was 
who said there must be no protest when 
the Hague decided against this country and 
in favor of Great Britain, Germany and 
Italy. When Germany and France were 
ready to fly nt each others' throats over the 
Moroccan -piestion, President Roosevelt 
sent Ambassador White to the Algeciras 
convention, and we baveiton theautherily 
of a high German diplomat, that had it 
not been for the part played by Mr. White, 
who was recognized as the one. wholly dis- 
interesled delegate to that convention, it 
could never have arrived nt a peaceful so- 
lution of the difficulties which confronted 
it. Within a few weeks the President has 
again shown his loyalty to the principle of 
internation arbitration and demonstrated 
his good intentions by prevailing upon our 
neighbors, the Central American Repub- 
lics, to cense ho«tilitiea and preparations 
therefor, and to iirrnnce for a peace con- 
ference at Washington at which shall be 
perfected n treaty providing that nil dis- 
putes ffhich cannot be settled by diplomatic 
negotiation* slmll he decided by arbitra- 
tion. And finally, within the past week, 
the President ha- again given evidence of 
his faith in arbitration by inducing Great 
llritnin to agree to arbitrate the differences 
between the United States and berftelf over 
the New Foundland fisheries question. 
And in doing this the President fully real- 
ises that Ibis country may not secure all 
that is its right, but he is willing to take 
the risk in order to reach a peaceful settle- 
ment and to set the example to other na- 
tions of a great nation, the loser in the 
Inst cose it submitted to arbitration, again 
resorting to that peaceful tribunal rather 
thnn risking the arbitrament of war. Truly, 
such a "war lord" as Theodore Roosevelt 
is good for the cause of peace.

Commissioner LaHose's desk in Zion City 
a death certificate not fully made out and 
reading that -'rheumatism was the tribu* 
lory can so,' ' not a scintilla of statement at 
to the real cause being given. 

"I did not know the neck was broken," 
said GrecnhHlgn when told of the coroaerV 
jury discovery. "My mother'* neck was 
always stiff from the fact that she was 
bedridden and I noticed that when the 
MilchetW lifted her inlo the chair \Vednes-' 
day her head hung limp and could not un- 
derstand it." 

He strenuously denied that the woman 
had been choked to death. 

This was at first the theory as Mitchell 
is alleged by various people to be a stran- 
gle and cases in which he strangled a boy 
until there were cries for help and also a 
girl are being repeated on the streets of 
Zion City. 

In fact, the police and some of the prom- 
inent people contend that he is n dangerous 
maniac with homicidal tendencies and that 
his mania, induced by his devil casting 
belief, takes the terror striking form of 
grappling his victims by their throats and 
choking them. 

In connection with the busty action 
taken by Deputy Coroner Conrad in start- 
ing the inquest at Zion, people have won- 
dered why there was need of such haste. 

The. reason is thnt the Zion police and 
received a Up that Harold Mitchell, the al* 
leged leader of the terrible attack on the 
victim, was preparing to skip the city and 
they wished to be placed in position legal- 
ly to hold him. That is why the coroner's 
office was asked to act and ad quickly, to 
prevent him skipping the city. 

Undertaker Hopkins may find himself in 
a bad way before he gets through with the 
Zion City tragedy. It was brought to 
Deputy Conrad ih.it the son bad told Hop- 
kins that the mother's limbs were broken 
nnd how it was done, but that, despite this, 
the undertaker had gone ahead nnd em- 
balmed the body. 

This course was most unusual and un- 
pardonable, according to the local author- 
ities and Hopkins may be made to "sweat" 
for it. He should, under the law, have 
communicated nt once with the authorities 
but, it is said, he is n member of the cult 
and was'willing to take the step he did. 

The coroner's jury rendered a verdict ns 
follows: 

"We, the undersigned jurors, sworn to 
inquire into the death of Mrs. Letitia 
Greenbalgh, according to the evidence and 
post mortem examination, find on oath 
that she came to her death by violence nt 
the bands of Harold Mitchell and Mrs. Mny 
Mitchell ns principles, nnd Walter Green- 
balgh, Jennie Greenbalgh nnd Louisa 



Schmidt as accessories, apd hold each of 
the foregoing to the grand jury to answer 
to the charge of manslaughter. 

"We.'the jury, also find that Undertaker 
B.J. Hopkins wns an accessory after the 
net, in that he violated the state law in re* 
gard to issuing death certificates, and, in- 
asmuch as the evidence shows that tbo laws 
and regulations pertaining to the issuance 
of death certificates have been wantonly 
violated in Zion City by Health Officer M. 
J. La Rose and D. J. Hopkins, we respect- 
fully call upon the state board of health to 
investigate the matter and recommend that 
it take such slept in the matter as it may 
deem necessary. 

"And we find that certain practices arc 
being carried on in Zion City, under the 
leadership ot one Parham, which are both 
disgraceful nnd dangerous to society, and 
we believe that these practices should be 
thoroughly investigated by the proper au- 
thorities." '

Attorney Kellogg 8ays Officers of Lat- 
ter Control the Former— Immense 
Perianal Profit! of J. D. Rock- 
efeller. 



New York.— That the Standard Oil 
company la operating under the name 
of the Corslcann Uotlnlng company In 
the state of Texas, which has* forbid- 
den tlie oil combine to operate within 
the state, was indicated Thursday, 
when Wesley II. Tllford, treasurer of 
the Standard Oil company, under ex- 
amination In the government's salt 
against the company, testified that H. 
C. Folgcr and C. M. Payne, who Frank 
Kollogg, the attorney for the govern* 
meat, states control the Corsicaua 
company, are prominent in tlie con- 
duct of affairs of the Standard Oil 
company. 

Mr. Kellogg sought to draw from 
the witness the information that the 
Con si can a company was really a 
Standard Oil company and was oper- 
ating In Texas because the nntl-lmat 
laws of that state' would not permit 
the combine to operate there. Mr. Til- 
ford replied that, so Tar as he knov/, 
the S fan dan! Oil company had no In- 
terests In Texas. He said that Mr. 
Folger and Mr. Payne were both offi- 
cers of the Standard Oil company, but 
he was not aware that they owned the 
Corsicann company. 

Another interesting development 
was the officio] statement mado for 
the first time, of John D. Rockefeller's 
personal holdings In the Standard Oil 
company. Just to what extent the 
reputed head was Indlvldunlly Inter- 
ested in the great concern has long 
been a matter of speculation. It was 
brought out that Mr. Rockefeller 
owned 256,854 shares, or more than 
one-fourth of the total 072.500 certifi- 
cates of the Standard Oil company. 

Based on the earnings of the com- 
pany as placed on record Tuesday, it 
is computed that Mr. Rockefeller's per- 
sonal profits during the past eight 
years have aggregated almost 1125,- 
000.000. At Tuesday's hearing It was 
testified that In the yearB 1S39 to 1906 
Inclusive, the Standard Oil company 
had earned total profits of ? 10 0,3 15,- 
334. 

A Big Profit In Oil. 

The statement of the earnings of 
the Standard 01] company of Indiana, 
which was recently fined $20,240,000 
by Judge Lnndis, of Chicago, for re- 
bating, disclosed that In 190C the com- 
pany earned no less than $10,516,085 
on a capitalization of $1,000,000, or 
over 1,000 per cent, n year. The Indi- 
ana company In 100G earned more 
than any subsidiary company of the 
big combine. 

In a period of eight years. Trom IS0D 
to 1000 inclusive, the company, on a 
statement spread upon tlie records of 
Tuesday's hearings, was shown to 
have earned total profits of $ 190,3 1 o,- 
024, or at the rate of mure than $61,- 
000,000 a year, and distributed to its 
shareholders In the same period $308,- 
359,403.

— Ry a cago plung- 
ing 75 feet down tho shaft of the 
Jones & Lnughlln Cteel company 
mine, 11 men were kilted and Be von 
fatally Injured Friday. 

The cago with Its human freight 
was being lowered on Its first trip 
for the day when tho brake on the 
hoisting drum suddenly fnllcd to hold. 
Two other men sprang to the assist- 
ance of the one at the brako wheel, 
but their combined efforts did not 
avnil nnd the wire cable continued to 
unreel from the drum like thread from 
a bobbin. 

The cage shot down n couple of 
hundred foot before a kink In tho too 
rapidly paying out cable caused It to 
part and from that point the cngo had 
a sheer drop to the bottom of tho 
shaft. Tho safety catches with which 
it was equipped failed to operate. 

Workmen nt tho bottom of the mine 
Immediately set nbout the growsome 
task of removing the dead. Seven 
men were found still alive, hut they 
are fatally hurt. 

Thousands of peoplo soon congre- 
gated about the mine shaft. In tho 
crowd were tlie wives nnd children of 
tho 200 men who are employed In the 
mine. Kadi thought that htiBband or 
pnrcnt or a son was In the cage. There 
wns no way or relieving tho suapemffe, 
as tho fallen cago blocked the exit 
H was fully two hours before 
cable was adjusted so that 
cage could be raised to tho 
face. 

When all tho mlnorB came from un- 
der ground and many anxious wives 
and others failed to find members of 
their families who worked In the 
mine, the scene was awful. The priests 
and ministers moved among the peo- 
ple consoling them nnd begging them 
to he calm.

Casablanca. — Negotiations 
cessation of hostilities 
failed, Gen. Crude Sunday 
tho offensive and burned tho Moorish 
camps at Sldl lira him, south or Casa- 
blanca, and dispersed tho tribesmen, 
who offered but little resistance. 

These operations wero chiefly nol- 
ablo for a brilliant forced march of 
the French troops, who covered 40 
kilometers Inside of 12 hours. Tho 
expedition, consisting of 2,000 Infan- 
try, with a detachment of cavalry, ar- 
tillery nnd nntlvo auxiliaries, left 
camp before dawn and formed Into 
two hollow sn.ua res. ono behind the 
other. In this formation they marched 
some distance under the cover of 
darkness and unobserved by tho 
tribesmen. 

A heavy morning sea fog came up 
at daybreak and forced a half-hour's 
halt, during which shots llrcd by tho 
advance guards gavo the alarm to the 
enemy. The tribesmen came up in, 
large numbers, but a vigorous attack 
by the first square soon dispersed 
them. No further stand was mado 
by the enemy during tho march, al- 
though scattered groups of horsemen 
hnrrassed the French flanks. 

After tho destruction or the camps 
hnd been effected the tribesmen re- 
turned to the attack, n troop of cav- 
alry repelling a spirited charge by the 
Moorish borsemon. Tlie French' then 
abandoned their defensive formation 
and the column returned to camp. 
Their losses wero one killed and ten 
wounded.

THREE CHIEF TRIBES ACCEPT 
TERM6 OF THE FRENCH. 



HOSTILITIES AT AN END 



Features of the Agreement Made Be- 
tween Gen. Drude and Delegates 
from the Moroccan 
Native*. 



Paris. — Peace has been declared In 
Morocco. The delegates of three Im- 
portant, tribes have accepted tho 
French peaco overtures and will sco 
that tho terms of tho agreement aro 
carried out. Hostilities am now at 
on end. 

Tho peace terms nro na follows: 
Hostilities shall cease nt once; Gen. 
Drudo may mnko military reconnais- 
sances throughout the territory of tho 
throe tribes to satisfy himself Hint tho 
pacification Is complete; the tribes 
engage themselves to disperse nnd 
chastise all armed bodies that may 
assemble In their territory with hos- 
tile Intent: every native found In tho 
possession of arms or munitions of 
war within ten miles of Casablanca 
shall bo handed over to tho shcrimnn 
authorities, condemned to Imprison- 
ment and fined $200; the tribes shall 
■ o hold responsible for tho carrying 
out of the previous stipulation; every 
native detected in smuggling or using 
arms shall bo punished; tho delegates 
of tho tribes undertake to surrender 
tho authors of tho outrages upon 
Kuropcans of July 30 and, pending 
Judgment, their goods shall bo seized 
and sold Irrespective of the Indemnity 
which Is to be paid, tho amount of 
which bo fixed by tho Moroccan gov- 
ernment; the Casablanca tribes shall 
pay a largo Indemnity, the part of 
each tribe lo be apportioned according 
to tho length of time It resisted tho 
French. In addition, the Chaoula 
tribes shall pay a contribution toward 
the harbor works nt Casablanca. 

To secure tho carrying out of this 
convention, two notables of each tribe 
shall bo given up as hostages, The 
delegates of. the Oulcseeyan, Zenntn 
and Zylada tribes. Immediately named 
their hostages and sighted the capitu- 
lation.

Judgment In Rebate Cases Is Affirmed 
at Denver.

Tho press committee of tho Proprie- 
tary Association of America will pre- 
sent at tho next meeting of that body 
a report showing tho number ot acci- 
dental deaths paused by pntont medi- 
cines In the two years ending Juno 30, 
1007, as compared with deaths from 
other causes. 

Almost Immediately after tho begin- 
ning of tho latest cruBado against 
proprietary medicines this committee 
was Instructed to collect data. This 
work was dono through the clipping 
b a mms, which furnished accounts of 
oil deaths, oxcIubIvo of suicide, duo to 
tho mlsUBC ot medicines, drugs or 
poisons. Tho result showed that only 
three per cent, could bo traced di- 
rectly to the products mado by tho 
members of tho association. 

Tho greatest caro Is said to havo 
been exorcised In tabulating tho fig- 
uros received. Whenever tho cause , 
ot death wns doubtful, spoclat laves, 
ligation was made, no matter whom 
tho case might havo occurred. The, 
work of assorting and preparing tho 
record was dono In Chicago, and tho 
original clippings and correspondence* 
nro In tho possession or Ervln F. 
Kemp, 184 La Sallo street, that city, 
tho association's publicity agent, Tho 
report says, In part: 

"A largo number of accldonts, re- 
sulting fatally or otherwise, were 
caused by the carelessness of persons 
who left drugs, medicines or poisons 
within tho reach of children. A largo 
number, also, were caused by persons 
going to medicine cabinets In tho dark 
and taking down Iho wrong bottlo. 
In no case reported was any medicine, 
'patent* or otherwise, held responsible 
for Injury or death oxcopt when loft 
■within tho rench of children or taken 
or administered In gross overdoao." 

The comml tteo says that It Is un- 
likely that any cases of death from 
the uso of patent mcdlclno escaped 
tho newspapers, but that It Is prob- 
able that death from tho causes tabu- 
lated did occur without receiving pub- 
licity. Physicians, of course, report 
tho causes of death. Tho com ml tteo 
BayB that they would bo the last to 
suppress tho causo It due to tho uso 
of medicine not regularly proscribed. 

A recapitulation of tho committee's 
findings show 4,295 cases of poisoning, 
ot which .1,753 wore fatal. Tho great- 
est number of cases, 1,636, with 803 
deaths, Is attributed to medicines 
other than proprietary remedies. 
There aro on tho Hat 00 cases of sick- 
ness and 43 deaths doe to patent medi- 
cines. 

Analyzing its statistics, tho commit- 
too finds 201 cases of Blcknosa, with 
143 deaths, duo to strychnine tablets, 
which nro among physicians' favor! to 
remedies nnd nro often left within tho 
reach of children. 

Under the head of miscellaneous * 
prescriptions aro grouped 44 cases 
where, tho report says, It has been Im- 
possible after diligent inquiry to as- 
certain tho nnmo or tho, character of 
the drug or mcdlclno which caused In- 
Jury or death, beyond tho fact that 
the medicine or drug was prescribed 
by n physician. Of these cases 18 
wero fatal. Tho commlttco says: 

"Under tho head of *AII Patent 
Medicines' nro grouped all those rem- 
edies which are recognized as patent 
medicines and which aro advertised 
direct to the public for Internnl uso. 
Competent authorities say that at 
least onc-unlf of tho medicines taken 
In the United States nro of the kind 
known as 'patent medicine,' nnd yet 
In two years* among 80,000,000 peoplo 
there liavo been but ninety cases 
(forly-thrco fatal) that havo boon, re- 
ported in tho newspapers from tho 
use or misuse of theso remedies," 

Not in a single fully "substantiated 
caao Is It ever charged that any pat- 
ent medicine In recommended doses 
was Injurious, In this connection It 
should bo understood that In making 
death ccrtlflcates nnd In reporting 
cases ot Injury to the newspapers 
from which theso cases woro secured, 
a physician had tho final word, and 
in tills connection la there any prob- 
ability that tho doctor will bide his 
own carelessness or uoglect or that of 
a fellow praclltioaer whoso support 
he -may want at some time, and is 
there oven a possibility that he might 
hide any responsibility that could bo 
thrown at a pa tout medicine? Ask ' 
yourself those questions. Then when 
you havo found tho answer, consider 
that during all this most thorough 
and- careful Investigation covering & 
period 'Of two years, In not a single 
established 'case was It shown that 
patent medicine In recommended 
doses was Injurious, 

The most remarkable cneo reported 
was that ot an Italian laborer In New 
York who suffered from pains in. the 
chest A physician ordered a porous- 
plaster which the patient ate, with 
fatal results.

MINT FOR THE WINTER. 



Best Put Up While Vegetable '(• 
Good Condition. 



In 



Mint extracts may bo. put away for 
vrintor while tho mint Is In good con- 
dition. 'Mint sauce with spring lamb 
or with mutton may then bo made at 
any season with gelatine, Tho mint 
leaves may be dried and the extract 
boiled- out when desired, or tho ex- 
tract made now and bottled for win- 
ter. To make rolut cherries or goose- 
berries for use in winter try a method 
that Is recommended. The canned 
white chorrlcB may bo used, and if the 
leaves do not color greed, buy vege- 
table color. Steep a quart of washed, 
fresh mint leaves with enough boiling 
water to cover them for half an hour. 
Strain through cheesecloth, squeezing 
tho leaves to extract all tho Julco. Use 
a pound of sugar to each pint of ex- 
tract nnd boll to n thick sirup. Turn 
the holllng sirup ovor largo, pitted 
white cherries. Let It stand over 
night, then strain, boat tho sirup and 
turn over tho fruit again. Tho third 
day strain, boll tho sirup, turn It over 
tho fruit nnd seal. 



Egg Salad. 
While this Is a little too hearty for 
a dinner salad, It Is Just tho thing 
for tho Sunday night supper. Boll tho 
eggs hard, remove the sheila, cut la 
halves crosswise or lengthwise, and 
take out the yolks. Mash the yolks, 
using a silver fork; then season with 
minced chow-chow with a little of tho 
mustard sauce from the bottle, a lit- 
tle melted butter, snlt and popper, 
and If desired- minced olives. Return 
to tho whites of eggs, arrange on a 
bed of lettuce or cress, dress .with 
French dressing or mayonnaise. If no 
olives have been used la filling of 
eggs n few olives or plmolna scattered 
ovor tho salad add to its decoration.
